How We Did It. 


Some twelve years since my father bought 
a farm which was“ worked to death,” as the 
neighbours said. Well, we soon found out 
how it had been worked, when we put a 
heavy team and new plough at work, and 
the virgin soil was turned up at six inches 
below the four inches worked to death. Our 
neighbours prophesied a failure, and when 
our crops vied with and exceeded their own, 
they were tull of surmisings as to the won- 
derful strangers so successful in renewing 
such till-killed soil.“ What manure did you 
put on that field ?” a neighbour asked my 
father, one morning as they were looking at 
the deep green waving corn growing so 
rankly therein. 
deep,” answered he: ‘there’s nothing like 
ploughing deep, and thoroughly pulverizing 
the soil, to bring good crops in all kinds of 
weather.” Thst field had been used as 
meadow some fifteen years, producing from 
one-fourth to one-half a toa of hay to the 
acre. . We broke it up deep, planted one 
year, sowed in oats the next, with clover and 
timothy, and the third year cut two tons of 
fine hay tothe acre. Another field had been 
used for oats.the same lencth of time. We 
ploughed deep, but had poor oats, as so much 
deep, new soil was turned up, never having 


been exposed to the weather, a bard. and . 


almost impenetrable crust having been form- 
ed at the depth of three or four inches, where 
the plough had scraped for years. As soon 
as possible we grassed it, and had excellent 
meadows, where others thought nothing but 
a bad weed—devil-gut, could grow, Ail the 
pasture land had a vigorous growth of elders 
on. But we “ fixed” them by carefully 
ploughing round the roots, drawing them ins 
piles to some large logs or stump-heap, and 
enjoying a beautiful bonfire after they had 
become well dried. ey 


Hay Boxes for Horses. 


Some of the New Orleans livery stables 
have wide plank grain-mangers, at a epgnve- 
nient height, and, instead of racks, boxes 
for hay, extending up from the mangers 
through the floor of the loft above. ‘These 
boxes are a trifle smaller at the te@than at 
the bottom, so that the hay will slide down 
rapidly.

things on the slave that you seem to consi- 
der evil. I don’t call them evils; to sell 
slaves is a right; a right recognized by God 
himself ; recdpgnized by every Southern 
State.” 
The vote was then called, and the bill 
was rejected—17 to 3.

That in the month of September, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-three, your Petitioner pur- 
chased of one George 8. Lester, of Detroit, 
in the State of Michigan, the schooner 
Julia Smith, of about seventy-five tons bur- 
den, for the price of two thousand five hun- 
dred dollars, to be paid one thousand dollars 
down, five hundred dollars on the next first 
day of December, and one thousand dollars 
on the next first day of July. ‘That there 
was an insurance of two thousand dollars on 
said vessel, to continue until the first day of 
December, then next, which by the bargain 
was to ensure to your Petitioner’s benefit on 
his taking possession of said vessel. That 
your Petitioner paid down said one thousand 
dollars purchase money and took possession 
as his property, of said vessel. That in sail- 
ing her she was blown ashore on Long Point, 
on Lake Erie, by which the insurers became 
liable for the damage done to said vessel. 
That said Lester, who still held the insurance 
papers, authorized your Petitioner to proceed 
and get off said vessel, which your Petitioner 
did do, expending in doing so, the sum of 
six hundred and seventy-two dollars and 
thirty-nine cents. ‘That said Lester reco- 
vered the insurance to that amount, and your 
Petitioner considered the five hundred dollars 
due for said vessel on the Ist December, 
1853, to be thus paid, with a balance to be 
carried to your Petitioner’s credit, towards 
the next and last payment due in July then 
next.

We were at the Agricultural Fair held in 
this place on the 20th inst., and were pleased 
to find such a quantity of fine stock upon 
the ground. We hare visited both State 
and County Fairs in the States, and have 
seen a dea] more stock, and the grounds 
better decorated ; but considering that Kent 
County is but in her infancy in an agricul- 
tural point of view, we must say it excelled 
anything we have heretofore witnessed.— 


The horned cattle looked fine. The sheep 
were such as would be an eye-sore to Yan- 
kees. Mr. Adams’ Fanning Mills made a 
fine appearance. 

After examining the Fair Ground, our 
attention was called to the Horticultural 
department, in a spacious cottage opposite 
the Fair Ground, where there were exhi- 
bited a quantity of the largest apples, pota- 
toes, squashes, pumpkins, onions, beets, tur- 
nips, &c., we have before witnessed. The 
wheat, oats, corn and barley, was generally 
good. Great credit is due the ladies for the 
exhibition of fancy needle-work; also the 
dairy produce, such as butter, and cheese. 
R. C. McFadden & Go., of King Street, 
made quite a display of Boots and Shoes, of 
superior quality, proving to the Ladies and 
Gentlemen of Chatham, and adjoining coun- 
try, the superior mechanical ability of his 
workmen. A saddle was manufactured by 
a colored workman in the establishment of 
Mr. J. Hooper, King Sreet, which was not 
surpassed by any on the ground.

PHILADELHIA, Oct. 28, 1855,

hindrances have prevented me from giving 
to your readers the benefit of my observa- 
tions, when at St. Catharines, ere this; but 
it may not be too late yet to urge upon 
emigrants and others, the claims of that 
thriving town. 

St. Catharines is certainly one of the most 
beautiful and thriving places in Canada, and 
although colored people are debarred equal 
school privileges at present, and although 
numerous cases of Yankee prejudice have 
frequently occurred there, yet such objec” 
tions should not have weight with enterpris- 
ing and well disposed persons. I am sorry 
to see a disposition on the part of colored 
citizens of St. Catharines to leave that town 
—-by encouraging an influx of colored set-

1d.; from 
this sum £1 is to go to the Dawn Committee, 
and £1 towards -expenses of suit of the 
colored men in the Elizabeth Green case, if 
needed, leaving for the Freeman £6 8s. 

Why will not the Dawn Committee send 
out an Agent to the colored people of Ca- 
nada, to attend that business specially ? The 
people are thoroughly aroused about the 
Dawn, and will give of their substance to 
get possession of their property again. 

During my stay in St. Catharines, I had 
frequent opportunities of examining the 
general improvements of the place, and was 
in no way more gratified than when viewing 


the snug homesteads of the colored people. 
Messrs. Maddern, Young, Lindsay, and 
others, are adding largely, by their enter- 
prise, to the beauty of the place ; their suc- 
cess is a standing refutation to the falsehood 
that begging is needed for the fugitives of 
St. Catharines. The African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, too, for which the Rev. 
Hiram Wilson is now apaid Agent, is a fine 
building; by the way, the Rev. Mr. Wilson 
is erecting a large brick mansion for his own 
use in the suburbs, which, when completed, 
must, from its adornments, cost several thou- 
sand dollars. Mr. Wilson has long resided 
in St. Catharines, and like other enterprising 
Americans, has profited by his change of 
position; having but little of this world’s 
goods on his arrival in Canada, he has, by 
superior skill, as a missionary, to fugitives, 
for many years, and latterly as preacher to 
the canal sailors, Agent for the African 
Church, &., &c., become possessed of some 
valuable town lots, in addition to the very 
commodious and fashionable dwelling to 


perity only confirms one in the irresistible 
conclusion, that no missionary field is more 
profitable than that in which the fugitives of 
Canada are the victoms, when, as in almost 
every instance on record, and in the present 
instance, an eye is kept single to individual 
and pecuniary success; and to that other 
conclusion, equally irresistible; namely, that 
no people need such missionaries less than 
the said fugitives; for there they are giving 
to a preacher of another denomination—a 
Congregationalist-—thirty-seven per cent of 
funds begged to build up ther African 
Methodist Churches ; by that act of his and 
of theirs, they not only show the success of 
their mission as African Methodists, but the 
greater fact of having made a convert of the 
Congregational \.issionary who will say after 
this, that fugitives need to have such parsons

I have just 
learned of some hundreds of dollars collected 
on the strength of arrivals in Canada, not 
twenty, nor ten, nor five of which were

After much delay, I reached this place on 
the 13th, a day or two before “the great 
failure? of the “National Convention,” 
wearied with fatigue and exposure, indeed 
by accidental detention, rain, as usual, &e. 
My friends are doing all they can for the 
Freeman, in the way of getting names, get- 
ting up meetings, &c., of which, and the

Gen. Mouravieff has forwarded to St. Pe- 
tersburg the report of the successfyl Cavalry 
engagement, in which the Cossack militia and 
dragoons defeated a detachment of 180 regu- 
lar ‘Turkish Cavalry, and 100 Bashj bazouks 
were killed. The Turks had abont 400 killed, 
Alli Pasha the Turkish commander was taken 
prisoner.

The Russians were repairing Sweaborg 
with the greatest activity, enlarging the bar- 
racks and building batteries upon the island. 

Further accounts, though meagre, of the 
bombardments of Riga states that the battery 
at Medicum suffered little, but the battery 
at Ballan suffered considerably. 

On the 25th Sept., three frigates arrived at 
the mouth of the river, and a boat’s crew set 
fire to 10 vessels. ,

‘Dissolution of the Union—Representa- 
tion by Population, 

Canada seems destined never to have re- 
pose from political struggles. The moment 
one question, which was falsely stated to have 
retarded the progress of the Province, was 
adjusted, by the most atrocious and uncalled 
for robbery which ever disgraced a Christian 
legislature, the alienation of the property 
given by a pious monarch for the sustentation 

of the Angelican Church, and the religious 
education of his Colonial subjects, than up 
‘starts some. mountebank to suggest and re- 
- commend fresh sources of discord and dis- 
union. . 

At a period in the history of Canada when 
of all others union and kindly feeling should 
be sought for and encouraged, some crack- 
_brained enthusiasts desire for insufficient or 
suppressed reasons, to advocate a repeal of 
the union of Upper and Lower Canada ; and 
because Lower Canada has, just now, numeri- 
cally a smaller population than this Province, 
another class of politicians propose that those 
arrangements shall be changed which a few 
‘months since added one-third to the Repre- 
sentatives of the people, giving an equal por- 
tion to each Province. 

This plan would give the Province having 
by far the smallest extent, the power to out- 
vote the larger one—a power which, we be- 
lieve, would be used to oppress, irritate, and 
alienate the occupiers of 200,000 square 
miles of country, and upwards of one million 
of the loyal subjects of the Crown of Eng- 
Jand! 

We cannot see upon what ground, fiscal 
social, or religious, such a course is to be 
advocated. 

The attention of Europe is now attracted 
to this magnificent, fruitful and healthy coun- 
try, where millions are wanted, and would be 
welcome ; and it has been already announced, 
upon authority, that the French Government 
contemplates a large immigration into Lower 
Canada, of the industrious farmers of the 
Basque Provinces. 

It is very probable that the population of 
the Lower Province will again exceed that 
of the Upper; and, in that case, would bea 
proportionate addition to its Representatives 
be conceded? Such a measure would cer- 
tainly be equitable, but it would never be al- 
lowed by those who demand it for Upper 
Canada. The plan of Representation by 
Population would render a reconstruction of 
electoral districts necessary every five or six 
years! 

We believe that certain parties are urging 
this measure from views of personal aggran- 
dizement or from feelings of religious intole- 
rance and persecution. 

England has struck the chains from the 
negro’s fettered hands, and relieved her Ro- 
man Catholic subjects from the penal statutes 
which excluded them from their birth-right 
as freemen. 

There are those in free Canada who would 
reimpose them here, and make the holding of 
certain opinions, which, in our heart of hearts, 
we believe to be erroneous, a ground of ex- 
clusion from political privileges. But we do 
not consider that because our fellow subjects 
below entertain conscientiously, certain opini- 
ons they are on that account to be persecut- 
ed, but rather they should be convinced, not 
insulted, but converted, and that by the voice 

_ of reason, kindness and education®—not by 
. the carnal sword but by the teaching of Gov’s 
Hoty Word according to the discipline and 
doctrine of the Reformed Church! Where 
ever, on this vast continent, good order and 
intelligence are spreading, there also the reli- 
gion of the Bible spreads. And if it be 
probable that the English race and language 
and institutions will, in a century, pervade 
its deserts, all appearances favor the belief 
that the edifices of Christian worship will 
bless every landscape of the present wilder- 
ness, that shall then “ blossom as the rose.” 

The vast interests involved in this article 
demand more notice on future occasions, and 
we can only add now, that we know nothing 
which disentitles our Lower Canadian friends 
from a full participation in all the privileges 
we enjoy, inasmuch as they are brave, intelli- 
gent, and loyal; and it-is our duty and our 
interest to feel for and cultivate with them 
the most kindly courtesies of life, and the 
closest social and political relations.—Old 
Countryman.

OF THE 
iPprovinmesianl Ufonfi@ans 


Articue I. 


We, the undersigned, associate for the purpose 
of carrying out the following Pledge :— 

BELIEVING in the necessity of measures to further pro 
mote Literature, General Intelligence, Active Benevolence, 
the Principles uf Universal Freedom, anda British Union, 
not based on complexional considerations, and in the im- 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the plans now 
maturing to array one class of Her Maiesty’s subjects 
against another, and inereasing class on the grounds of the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacity, as members of this Union, and in our private 
capacity. as Citizens,—Ist: To promote a heathy harmony 
and to diffuse aloyal spirit among those of Her Majesty’s 
subjects with whom we may associate or come in contact. 
2nd. ‘I'o encourage and support a Press, or those Presses, 
in Canada, which will stand on the watch-tower to notify 
the-citizens of this country agamst the unjust imputations, 
reflections and designs of many inthe United States and 
this country, who would carve out a policy for emigrants, 
formerly bond, and free, different from white emigrants 
who may and do settle herein, by counselling the former to 
be a ‘ good peasantry” for the latter, as their highest ambi- 
tion; or toaggregate themselves into exclusive communities 
or to look upen the West Indies as the home for the mass, 
in preference to the free soil of Canada ; thereby promul- 
gating the dangerous doctrine that God’s children of diffe. 
rent complexions, cannot live together under the British 
Lion in British America, unless those .of darker hue, 
become ‘ hewers of wood and drawers of water’’ to those 
of white complexion. 8rd. To do allin our power to re- 
move the stain of Slavery from the face of the earth, and 
particularly, as subjects of Great Britain, to check its pro- 
gress in America by all legitimate means ; and 5th. To en- 
courage the risiug generation in literary, scientific, and 
mechanical efforts. 61h. As a nucleus of operations, to 
support the “ Povincial Freeman,” as our organ, so long 
as itmay be found to advocate sound -principles, and to 
use our ability to promote objests in connexion with it, to 
further honest endeavours in this ditection. 

Arr. II.—For the better Success of the above 
measures, the Parent Society shall consist of a 
President, a Vice-President, Recording and 
Corresponding Secretaries, Treasurer, and a 
Committee as extensive as the number of signa- 
tures to the Pledge. 

Arr. I].—The annual fee of each male mem- 
ber shall be 2s. 6d. cur’y. 

Arr. 1V.—The Female Members shall organ- 
ize a Committee with a Moderator, Secretary and 
Treasurer ; and the annual contribution for each 
member, shall be Is. 3d. 

Art. V.—The object of the Ladies’ Committee 

shall be to prepare articles for an Annual Fair, 
to be held in Toronto, Hamilton, London, 
Chatham, and other large cities and towns, at 
which auxiliaries may be formed; also, to devise 
other measures for promoting the specfic object ; 
namely, the support of the people’s organ, the 
Provincial Freeman. 
_ Arr. VI.—Auxiliary Societies may be formed 
in each town, city, or village, in which parties 
may be found to take as their basis the Constitu- 
tion of this Society, provided that they, at their 
option, make such local arrangements as the 
peculiarities of the case require. 

Art. VII.—The officers of the Society shall be 
elected annually, and at each annual meeting, 
one or more persons shall be empowered to assist 
in forming auxiliaries, and in whatever way the 
interests of the Society may demand.
